Two are dead, ten seriously and four slightly injared in 
thWorst wreck in the history of the Oinoinnati, Fiemingsburg 
and Southeastern Railroad, which occurred three miles East of 
Fiemingsburg, when the narrow*gauge combination passenger 
.and freight train went through a 60*foot doubMeck trestle 
over Fleming creek.

The cause of the wreck is said to lie rotten tinil)ers in the 
l)riclge. As the engine entortMl fiom the East sido the stnictiirt! 
coniiiienced to sway, and l»eloro Kngineer Mooro could check 
the train the bridge crashed down, ami the engine, passenger 
coach and freight dbr dropped in a pile in Fleming creek, a dis- 
tance of fifty feet. 

There were seventeen persons on the train and all were in- 
jured. Those slit/htly injured were hi'dui^lit tu FleiniuLfsliurL''. 
where the lionies of tlie residents were thrown oj»en, iiiul tliey 
were so scatteretl that it was impossihle to secure a list of those 
slightly injured 

In twenty minutes after the wreck occurred three hundred 
people from Flcmingsburj^ hastened to thi; scene, the w omen 
voluntecnint^ as nurses. Physicians from Klizaville, Kwing. Mt. 
Carincl and Poplar Plains were summoned to Fiemingsburg to 
relieve! the sutl'erinj^. 

Lake Dudley, general manager of the road, was one of the 
first tA, the scene, and with the assistance of the farmers living 
near the wreck, the dying and injured were brought to Fiem- 
ingsburg without delay. 

The trestle where the wreck occurred was re»i;Hrded as one 
of the most dangerous jdaces on the mad, and it fre(|uently has 
been ])redicted that it was only a matter of time until it wtiukl 
give way. 

One of the most striking features of the wreck was that 
^ the iil'fated train was a funeral train, bearing the corpse of Mr. 
Rankins' l>rother to Hillsboro to lie interred The body was 
mangled almost lieyond identification. 

Young Duley was a nephew of Mr. John Duley of Mays- 

ville. 

Undertaker Thomai and wife arrived in Maysville yester- 
day on No. 2 over the C. and O. with the body of Mr. Bankin ; 
and the funeral i)arty was composed of many from Covington 
en route to llillsboro with the remains.
